Raleigh, N. C., 'Oct. 19.—The Presi- 


dent reached 'this city at nine o'clock 
this morning. He arrived at a point 
'six miles1 north at one o'clock and 
was sidetracked'In. a cottonfteld until 
a few minutes before nine. A num- 
ber of country people gathered at day- 
light and cheered. 
The President ap- 


peared on the rear platform and said, 
"Good morning to you all."' He took 
breakfast with Secretary Loeb, Rixey, 
Mcllheuny and Greenway. On reach- 
ing Raleigh the 
lieutenant-governor 


and n reception committee boarded 
the train and escorted 
President 


Roosevelt to the capitol and thence 
to the fair-grounds, where he spoke? 
He said-in part: "I am glad her.e 
at the capital of North Carolina to 
have a chance.'to greet so many of 
the sons and daughters of your great 
state. North -Carolina's part In our 
.history has-ever been litgh and hon- 
orable. It was Jin Noth Carolina that 
the Mecklenburg Declaration of Inde- 
pendence 
foreshadowed" the course 


taken in a few short months by the 
representatives of the .thirteen colon- 
ies assembled In Philadelphia. 
North 


Carolina can rightfully say that she 
pointed us the way which led to' the 
formation of the new nation. In the 
Revolution she did many memorable 
deeds; and the battle .of King's Moun- 
tain marked the turning point of the 
Revolutionary war In the south. But 
I congratulate you not only upon your 
past, but upon your present. I con- 
gratulate you upon the great Indus- 
trial activity shown in your common- 
wealth, an industrial activity which, 
to mention but one thing, has placed 
this state second only, to one other 
in the number of'Its textile factories. 
You are showing-,In practical- fashion 
your realization of the truth that 
there- must be a foundation of mater- 
ial, well-being-in order that-any com- 
munity may make real and rapid prog- 
ress.. And I'.am: happy, to say that 
you are In addition showing .in prac- 
tical fashion your understanding of 
the great truth that this material well- 
being, though necessary as a'founda- 
tion, can only be the foundation, and 
that upon it must be raised the super- 
structure of a -higher life, if the com- 


monwealth is to stand as it should 
stand. More and more .you are giving 
care and attention to education; and 
education means the promotion not 
only of industry, but of that good 
citizenship which rests* upon individ- 
ual rights and upon the recognition 
by each indivdual that he. has duties 
as well as rights—in other words, of 
that good citizenship which rests' up- 
on moral integrity- and intellectual 
freedom. . The man must be decent 
in his home life, his private life, of 
course; but this is not 
by 
itself 


enough. "The man who fails to be 
honest and brave both in his political 
franchise and in his private business1 
contributes to political and social an- 
archy. Self-government is not an easy 
thing.' Only those communities .are 
fit for it in which the average individ- 
ual .practices the virtue of- self-com- 
mand,1 of self-restraint, of wise disin- 
terestedness combined with wise self- 
interest; where the individual pos- 
sesses, common sense, honesty and 
courage. 
The position of honor in 


your parade today is held by the Con- 
federate veterans. 
They by their 


.deeds reflect credit upon their .de- 
scendants and upon all Americans, 
both' because they did their duty in 
war and because they did their duty 
in peace. 
Now: if the young men, 


their sons1, will not ov^y'prove that 
they, possess the same power of feal- 
ty to. an ideal; but will also show the 
efficiency in. the ranks of "industrial 
life that their fathers, the Confeder- 
ate veterans, showed that they pos- 
sessed in the ranks of war, thex indus- 
trial future of this great and typically 
American commonwealth is assured." 
The President .then dwelt at length- 
en-the-railroad question and touched 
upon "the growth of .industrial work.. 
He referred to the interstate com- 
merce condition and closed with his 
characteristic -plea"for a square deal. 
He said in closing: "When I say a 
square deal 1 mean a square deal; 
exactly as much a • square doftl for 
the rich man as for the poor man; 
but no more. Let each stand on his 
merits, receive what is .due him, and 
be judged according to his deserts. To 
moro he is not entitled, and less* he 
shall' not have."

(DISCOVERS ANOTHER SUN SPOT 


Interesting Announcement Is Made by 


Astronomer of Vatican. 


Rome, Oct. 19.—Father Rodriguez, 


director of, the astronomical observa- 
tory of the Vatican, has officially an- 
nounced that he discovered in the sun 
a spot of extraordinarily large dimen- 
sions, .larger than that observed last 
February. 
The spot, is composed of 


seven principal nuclei and in length 
it is one-eighth the diameter of the 
sun and a .little less in width. The 
area covered by the spot 
is -over 


twelve billion squao miles. Oct. 21

reach the center of the sun, when the 
area, as it will face the earth, will 
seem larger.

Customs Officials Succeed in Enrich- 


ing Uncle Sam's Treasury After 


Lang Chase Over Country. , ,\ 


Washington, Oct. 19.—The special 


agents of the treasury department re- 
cently succeeded in locating a valu- 
able diamond necklace which 'was 
smuggled into the country and secur- 
ing a large amount of customs duties 
which the owner . sought to evade. 
Some weeks ago the treasury officials 
received information that a woman 
of means 'living in New York, whose 
name is carefully suppressed, had pur- 
chased abroad a necklace for which 
she paid $22,000 and had succeeded 
in getting it through the'line of bag- 
gage .inspectors at New York.

Richard Mansfield, the American Irv- 
ing, in his tribute to his dead friend 
developed a newjine of thought. He 
says: 
"There- are millionaires and 


railroad, kings by the score, but hard- 
ly 'one true actor remains, and imag- 
ination'and poetry are dying. Bit by 
bit the beautiful is giving place to 
the material.!' In commenting upon 
this statement of'America's great, ac- 
tor and'student the Wall Street Jouiv

"If this is true, and it must be con- 


fessed that there is at'least a meas- 
ure of truth in it, then, indeed, this

THE CHINESE CLAIMS. 


Retaliation against 
the 
United 


States by riieang of a boy'cott having 
failed, China is 
reported to have 


adopted the policy of making diplo 
matic and legal claims of pecuniary 
indemnity lor the exclusion or depor 
tation of immigrants by the United 
States authorities. 
The 
theory 
Is 


•that since, the lapsing of the treaty 
of 1894', last year, the old Burlingame 
treaty of 1SC8, which does not provide 
lor any restriction of immigration, is 
alone in force: wherefore 
every de 


ported or excluded Chinaman is en 
titled to indemnity from the United 
States for the financial loss or per 
sonal suffering 
thus 
inflicted upon 


him, and If the United' States govern 
ment will'not pay such indemnity up 
on demand at its State Department 
appeal will be made to the interna- 
tional tribunal at The Hague. 


That the treaty of 1S94 is no.longei 


in force may be conceded; and also 
that the treaty of 1SGS is still in 
force, excepting as modified by sub 
sequent conventions. The logic of the 
Chinese contention 
concerning the 


treaty of 1880 is. however, not entire- 
ly clear nor convincing. We are told 
that according to the Chinese view 
that treaty was voided by the adoption 
ol the exclusion act of 1SSS. The 
treaty of 1SSO assuredly contains no 
provision for its abrogation 
in any 


such manner. 
On the 
contrary, it 


provides for the enactment of legisla- 
tion regulating, limiting or suspending 
Chinese immigration into this coun- 
try. 
Moreover, if the treaty of 18SO 


was automatically abrogated by the 
Congressional legislation-oMSSS, how 
was it that six years afterward, in 
1S94 the Chinese government, in the 
Gresham-Yang Yu treaty of tliat\ear 
referred to the 
treaty 
of 1S80 as 


though it were still operative? 


Controversy over such details apart, 


however, the fact remains that judg- 
ment was passed explicitly upon the 
matter by the Supreme Court of the 
United States in 1S93, to this effect: 
That every nation has a natural and 
inherent right, by virtue of its own 
independent sovereignty, to exclude 
or to expel aliens, the power of doing 
so being riot a judicial but 'a political 
power; and that .the act providing foi 
the exclusion of Chinese laborers was 
constitutional and valid, and wa's not 
nullified by any former treaty stipu- 
lations1. For it could not be maintain- 
ed that .any treaty ' had 
given to 


Chinese immigrants any right to en- 
ter or to remain In this country ex- 
cept upon the terms of laws, enacted 
by Congress. 
Such laws' do not ab- 


rogate a' treaty. 
They qualify its 


application, according to the princi- 
ples of the Constitution; and o£ course 
no treaty, any more than a law, can 
traverse or riullify a 
constitutional 


principle. 


We shall scarcely expect 
to see 


the1 Chinese government asking the 
United States to appeal to the tribun- 
al at The Hague for a decision as to 
the validity of one of ou^ 'own Su- 
preme Court's decrees, or as to the 
constitutionality of- any of our domes- 
tic laws. Neither does it seem likely 
that that tribunal will be converted 
into a court of claims, with, jurisdic- 
tion over cases arising under the do: 
mestic legislation 
of 
the United 


States. •

pel All Patrons to Have 


Mail Boxes. 


The postoffice department is about 


to enforce a new order with reference 
to rural mail boxs. • It has been de- 
partment-to-withdraw the rural serv- 
ice Irom patrons who do not provide 
regulation, mall boxes. ' 


It is announced by W. R. Spilman, 


general superintendent of rural de- 
livery at Washington that no favor- 
iteism .will be,: shown in the enforce 
meht of this order, biit'for the benefit 
o£. patrons with small purses ample 
time will' be given to 
make 
the 


change. 
First, the postmasters will 


be required .to send 
to 
Washington 


the narhes and addressess of people 
on the routes-"running out of their of- 
fices, ,who..do.;not.have, the regulation 
boxes. 
To .each, of such patrons will 


he s«nt a circular latter-from the de- 
partment .at 'Washington 
.informing 


him .that his.,service will be discoi- 
tinued if within sixty days he has not 
provided a regulation box. No patroli, 
Mr. Spilman states, need have any fear 
that his service will be cut off with- 
out this notice.

Many Different Kinds. 


By a "regulation" box is meant any 


one of the nearly ,200,different kinds 
manufactured-in'widely different lo- 
calities that have 
received 
the ap- 


proval of 
the; postfflce 
department. 


Some of the boxes" are 
plain and 


simple and' others are ornate, so that 
it will be possible to suit the taste of 
almost every patron. 
They vary in 


price from 50 cents to ?5. 
Te post- 


price from CO cents to $'. The post- 
of them to any persona who apply. 


The 'government does not have the 


power to compel patrons to put up 
the regular boxes, but it can take 
away 'the service from those who do 
not obey the order, and Superintend- 
ent Spilman says this 
will be done 


in every instance. It is asserted by 
the department that, the order is iu 
the interest of facilitating ..the deliv- 
ery of mail and the safeguarding the 
service. 
Every box of approved 
de*- 


sign has a signal by which the car- 
rier can tell without leaving his wag- 
on whether or not the box contains1 
any mail that is,to be posted. 


Protection for Mail. 


The government is trying to assure 


the same protection to mail gathered 
and delivered on rural routes that is 
given to any other mail matter. 
It 


considered only lair .that the pa- 


trons should put..up boxes that will 
afford protection to the matter placed 
n them. 
\ 


The order will require many chang- 


es in boxes, as1 it is estimated that in 
the country at large no more than half 
of the rural mail boxes in use are of 
approved designs.

HOLDS STATE LOSES MILLIONS 


Rosd Hns Been Paying 7"Per Cent on 


Gross Earnings Instead of 5 Per 
Cent and Regular Assessment on Its 
Valuations.

Springfield, 111., Oct. 19.—Attorney 


General Stead, in an opinion giveii to 
Auditor McCullough, makes a ruling 
which, it sustained in the courts, will 
saddle the Illinois Central railroad 
witli an unpaid back tax Wll which 
will amount to a sura approximating 
$100,000,000. Moreover, the'taxes jof 
the road will' in the. future be doubled 
and the line, from being a 7' per cent' 
dividend payer, will |bo^thrown into- 
the class'of roads which!pay -1 and 5 
per cent. 
. 
. 


According to the attorney general' 


the system under which the road has 
been paying 'revenue in the state 
treasury in lieu of taxes has not been 
enforced in accordance with the -pro- 
visions of the road's charter, and the 
interpretation put -upon the franchise 
by the state officers for the past half 
century has been all- wrong. 
The 


road, has been paying 7 per cent of 
its gross earnings into the state treas- 
ury since it's organization.- The at- 
torney general says it should pay 5 
per cent and, in addition, air annual 
tax figured by the state auditor "up- 
on1 all the property and assets of 
every character 
belonging to the 


corporation." 


Decision .Is a Surprise. 


John L. Pickering, publisher of a 


•weeiUy pamphlet upon tax mutters; is 
said to b-e responsibje for the opinion 
which has been given. Some time ago 
he raised' the point' that the method 
oC taxing the Illinois Central which 
has so long been in force was not In 
accordance with the road's chapter. 
Auditor McCullbuglr early -in beptem- 
•ber referred the question to Attorney 
General Stead and he has since been 
working on it. The decision is the re- 
sult. There hart been little discussion 
of the'matter and the opinion came as" 
a great surprise. 
. Auditor McCuflough announced that 
he would accept the interpretation- of 
the" law as given hy'the attorney gen- 
eral and' wijuld make the-required de- 
mand upon the railroad for the taxes 
which, under this ruling are due. The 
road will, of course, resist -the tax, 
for its interpretation of tie law is the 
one which hay been1 followed iin the 
past. Then the attorney general.will 
bring suit and a long, hard-fought le- 
gal battle is certain-to result. 


Big Job for Lawyers.

i When persons who'do not otherwise 
appear to be ill suffer from continued 
vakefulness, this is a pretty sure sign 
of 
mental 
exhaustion, 
sometimes 


brought about by worry over trifles. 
When any part of the body is especially 
exerted the blood flows in increased, 
quantity back to that part. So, when 
there-is any stress laid .on the brain, the 
head becomes surcharged with blood, 
as Is shown by the flushing of the face 
If the condition is long continued the 
blood vessels lose the power of cqntract- 
ing. Then the blood remains in an ex- 
cited state, even when the mind has no 
longer any desire to work, »nd It can- 
not take.Its proper rest in sleep. In 
order to enjoy refreshing sleep it Is nec- 
essary that the blood be not concen- 
trated in-the head, but be diffused equal- 
ly through all parts of the body. This 
Is the reason why the warm (not hot) 
bath just before going to bed is so con- 
ducive to- a good night's repose. It is 
however, the best way not to allow the 
mind to get excited near the hour of 
rest but to let it run down gradually 
like a clock, in the evening. There have 
been some wonderful cases of sleepless 
ness caused by undue mental exertion 
Boerhaave, the Dutch philosopher, tells 
us that at one time he was so absorbed 
In a particular study .that he did no' 
close his eyes in sleep for six weeks 
This semes Incredible. A French gen 
eral asserted 
that lor a whole year 


•while engaged 
in active warfare, he 


slept but one hour in'24. These and 
similar cases are probably exaggerated 
We all know how often -people are un 
•willing to admit that they,, have been 
asleep when they have really had a 
sound nap. ••

wakef illness without jtreat Injury. I^iave 
personally worked five days and nights 


. -without stopping to. sleep or' rest. An 


attendant of the late Emperor Louis 
Napoieon, whose nervous system had 
become deranged, died simply from in- 
ability to sleep.

Know a professor of astrology 


•whom I should judge to be about', 65 
years old, and has a most excellent 
reputation. 
Without any possible ad-. 


vantage to be gained through a mis* 
statement, he assured me that he had 
not slept at all for over 1C years. . He 
claims to work 23 hours during the 24, 
aside from the time of meals, baths, 
exercise, dressing, etc., and' rests one 
hour, lying fiat upon his back while 
practicing scientific deep breathing -ac- 
cording to a method peculiarly -his 
own.
